Harbour, to the 5th January 1825, were submitted for our examination; and on the 10th of March 
following our Inspector General addressed a letter to accountants, requiring certain documents and 
explanations in support of both Accounts ; and no answer having been received thereto, We again 
directed our secretary, on the 21st of April, to write another letter to them, calling their attention to 
the letter of our Inspector General, hut to which communications no answer has been as yet received. 
We have been therefore compelled to finally disallow on this Account the above sums, amounting to 
£.469- 3 «- 5d- 

In consequence of such neglect on the part of accountants, and the imperfect manner in which 
their Accounts are stated and vouched, We are obliged to express our decided disapprobation, and 
to suggest that a more efficient control and management of the Harbour Funds be established in 
future.

Mr. Hollingsworth ceased to be governor to this Penitentiary. We have now admitted two credits • 
the first, a sum of £. 30. 15 r. 3 d. paid to John Sweeny for meat, from 3d July to 30th September 
1822; this sum was charged in Account to 5th January 1823, and then disallowed, as having bc-en 
paid after period, and having been omitted to be taken credit for afterwards ; We now of course con- 
sider it to be admissible. 

The second credit is a sum off. 14. 8 s. d. paid to Charles Moore for slater’s work. This sum was 
disallowed in last Account as an overcharge in the daily rates of wages paid to slaters and labourers 
but in consequence of an affidavit received from accountant, in which he states that the additional 
wages were given after a general and destructive storm, when it was impossible to procure workmen 
on better terms, it is now admitted by Us. 

We have continued the disallowance of £. 8. 15 5. ±d. for the same reasons as expressed in our last 
Report, this sum having been paid for a period after which Mr. Hollingsworth ceased to be governor. 

A Balance therefore remains due to the Public of £. 27. ia s. 4 \d. which We recommend should 
be paid into His Majesty's Treasury.

We examined Major Taylor and Major Edgeworth, who were Commissioners of the Paving Board 
during the period of this Account, and also Alderman Smith, who has been recently appointed a 
member of that Board, in the room of the late Alderman Bloxham, and Mr. James Hendrick, the 
treasurer. 

We were struck with the large amount (£.8,445. 12*. c )d.) returned as lost by insolvent and unin- 
habited houses. Mr. Hendrick, the treasurer, deposed, that he believed every faithful exertion had

in which had been collected ; that perhaps more might have been collected, had the collection been 
oppressively enforced ; but, consistently with the deductions made on statements of distress and 
inability to pay, he believes the collection has been made as available as possible. We required 
from the Commissioners of the Paving Board the Returns of the several collectors, with the observa- 
tions thereon, which, in the opinion of these collectors, justified them in so large a remission of the 
tax. When these Returns were laid before Us, it appeared that the Commissioners of the Paving 
Board had been satisfied with the affidavits of the collectors, without having themselves considered 
the weight of the observations or reasons assigned by their collectors for their remission of taxes a 
duty which, in our opinion, was imperative upon them, but which they seem to have omitted, under 
an erroneous impression that the officer of their establishment, whom the Act of 47 Geo. 3, c. 109, 
sec. 14, denominates treasurer, accountant, and comptroller of the collectors of taxes, had the sole 
discretionary power over the collection of the tax, and was not liable to the superintending check of 
the Commissioners of Paving ; notwithstanding that the language of the section alluded to expresses 
that he and all the other officer's therein named, shall, in their respective departments, obey in all 
things the lawful orders of the Paving Commissioners, with whom lies the absolute power of sus- 
pension or removal, if the conduct of any individual in their employment should in their opinion 
require the adoption of such a measure. On a cursory examination of the reasons assigned in the 
Returns of the collectors, there did appear to Us ground for concluding that the tax had in some cases 
been remitted where it ought to have been duly collected, and some of the Commissioners of the 
Paving Board have concurred in this opinion. It is useless, however, now to investigate the reasons 
for remitting a tax which is no longer recoverable by law ; but We feel confident that in future years 
the Commissioners of the Paving Board will not fail to examine with great care into the validity of 
the reasons on which the collectors return to them any part of the tax as not collectable. 

Our attention was particularly called to an excess of expenditure of this year over that of the last, 
under the different heads of paving, scavenging, flagging, &c. ; We called upon the Paving Board to 
show the reasons of such increase of disbursement, and the reasons they have assigned to Us have 
been completely satisfactory, on reference to the accounts.

Particulars of the Society's Estates, Property andiFunds^ 

The, society has a piece of ground in Kildare-street, purchased free from annual rent from the late 
Luke White, esq. for the sum of £. 1,853... This piece of.ground is. held on. a lease oLlives, renewable 
for- 150 years from the year 1796. 

Theisociety has erected thereon a house, fronting Kildare-place, wherein the general, business of 
the society is transacted ; and also in the rear a large, school-house : the whole, of these premises are 
in its occupancy, and contain, certain, furniture, &<?• suited to the various purposes of the society. 

The society in (the year-1823 took the house, No. 2, Kildare-place, contiguous' to' itS premises, 
with the offices attached thereto, at a, rent ot£. 152. ifir.per annum, .without fine,, and with a clause of 
surrender, -for the purpose of receiving schoolmistresses sent up from the country to : thbir Female 
Model School for instruction. The offices afford to the society additional room for storage of its 
stock of paper, printed books, &c. &c.

During the lakt year the society took from Colonel White a lease of a piece of ground in Kildare- 
street, immediately in the rear of its house in Kildare-place, on a lease of 900 years, at an annual 
Tent of £. 1T0, upon which it is at present engaged iri erecting suitable buildings for the various offices, 
-which the extension of the operations of the society urgently requires. 

The society has, during the last year, also hired the house No. 37, Stephen's Green, North, at a 
rent of 80 guineas per annum, free of taxes, for a period of two years, in order to provide temporary 
accommodation for some of the attendants of the institution, until they can be accommodated in the 
new buildings iri progress in.Kildare-street. 

Besides the properties just mentioned, and the cash balance in favour of the public, as already 
stated, the society possesses a- variety of school requisites, paper and books; fob the purpose of sale and 
distribution’, valued as at foot, and some trifling articles' of stationery and coals fbr the usk of the 
society. 

The society is also in possession of £.210 four per cent Government stock, purchased with a legacy 
from the late W. P. Lefanu, esq. 

The society is in receipt of annual subscriptions and occasional donations, those appear in the fore- 
going Account. 

It-is rtedessary to observe that the funds of the' society are subject to a cha'rge of^ atieast£. 10,000, 
for grantk’ actually made, though not yet issued. 

There ate also some small debts outstanding, of which accounts have not yet been furnished, but 
such are inconsiderable.

while they were Commissioners. 

We have disallowed a sum of £. 3,408. 15 s. 9 d. paid to the solicitor during the period of the present 
Account for law costs, for want of bills of particulars, which have been produced to the amount of 
£. 1,895. 16 s. 0 \d. only, leaving a balance to the amount of £. 1,512. 19 s. 7 J d. still unsupported, 
under which circumstances We have declined entering into the examination of this item, until 
accountants shall be enabled to produce to Us the particulars of the entire expenditure. We have also 
disallowed a sum of £. 5,165. 5 1. 1 1 \ d. being the amount of law costs paid during the year ending 
gth January 1824, and disallowed at foot of that year’s Account, for want of bills of particulars, which 
were not produced until that Account was closed, and were withdrawn before the present Account, in 
which the amount was again charged, was furnished to Us, and have not been since reproduced. 

We have discharged accountants of a sum of £. 221,723. 195. 6 \ d. being the amount of stamps 
cancelled during the period of this Account, partly in consequence of an alteration in the law 
respecting stamps directed to be used in law proceedings, and partly under instructions of the 
Lords of the Treasury of the 3d February 1824, that the supply of stamps on hand should be adjusted 
as nearly as possible to the probable demand, and unnecessary trust and responsibility might be 
avoided. Of the stock of the warehouse, £.170,664. is. 11 \d. has been cancelled. From the 
various distributions, returns have been made to the amount of £.76,851. os. 0 Id., of which 
£,58,232. 45. 4 J i. has been certified as cancelled, although credit for only £■ 5 1 )°59* J 6s. 6^d. 
has been claimed. In explanation, a warrant for warehousing stock to the amount of £.7,850. 16 s. 0 id. 
has been produced, signed by the late Commissioners, and dated 5th February 1824, ordering 
a That the comptroller do charge Mr. Abraham M‘Culloch with the amount of the value and duty 
u 0 f 3a me, making a special entry of them as stamps returned from sundry distributors as redundant 
11 stock but fit for use.” On referring to the returns of stock by distributors as useless or redundant, on 
or previous to 5th February 1824, and applicable to the present Account, it appears that stock to the 
amount of this order for warehousing had not been forwarded by distributors. In order to ascertain 
from what other, source the stock so warehoused, exceeding the amount returned by distributors, 
proceeded, We put the following questions to the Commissioners, from whom We received the 
annexed answers.

“ It is impracticable to state from what dis- 
tricts such stamps were transmitted, because it 
appears from inquiries made, that when the quan- 
tity returned by each distributer had been ascer- 
tained, the stamps were indiscriminately placed 
together, and those available selected from them 
, and transferred to warehouse.”

“ There is no document by which it can be 
ascertained if stamps were found for which credit 
had been previously given as stamps returned ; 
but from the distributers not having sent back 
stamps between 5th January 1824 and 5th Fe- 
bruary following, amounting to £.7,850 (the 
amount transferred to warehouse on the latter 
day), the difference must have been obtained from 
stamps credited in former Accounts, which were 
not destroyed, but placed in a room adjoining the 
Board room ; the amounts so obtained cannot be 
made out for reasons stated in answer to first 
Qumre.”

And in the absence of particular information 
on the above points, can accountants depose to 
the correctness generally of the amount taken 
credit for as stock cancelled during the period of 
this Account ? And if not, how far can they, and 
to what amount, prove ? And in default of actual 
knowledge of the transactions of any particular 
period, what probabilities can they advance in 
support of this charge for goods cancelled ?

“ -As the Account in quest ion comprises the trans- 
actions of the late Commissioners of Stamps and 
the transactions of the present Commissioners; 
and as the warrants for credit to the distributers' 
for stamps returned by them to the late Com- 
missioners do not set forth how much of such 
stamps returned were transferred to warehouse and 
how much cancelled, accountants cannot depose 
to the proportions: but accountants can depose that 
stamps to the amount of £.51,059. 165. 6 £d. the 
net sum taken credit for as stamps cancelled of 
distributers stock, and £.170,664. 2 1. 11 id., the 
amount taken credit for as stamps cancelled of the 
warehouse stock, were actually destroyed.”

Ir appears, then, that the difference between the amount taken credit for as cancelled, and the 
amount certified to Us as such, has originated in the deduction from the latter of stock improperly 
certified as cancelled during present Account, and which We find to have been transferred, to ware- 
house; and also in the deduction of the amount of stock for which credit had been formerly obtained 
still found, notwithstanding, in existence, as described in the second Answer above, and which has 
been made to displace a sum corresponding with its amount of the actual cancels of the present year. 

We cannot, however, approve of this mode of bringing to the public credit the amount of stamps 
so found, in preference to the more direct one of entry in the Charge part of the Account, (had an 
account of the particulars been preserved for that purpose), before the old and now stamps were inter- 
mingled. That such was not the case, appears to Us a very unaccountable omission. 

It has been deposed to Us that the cancel warrants of the present Board were carried into effect in 
the presence of one of its members. 

The stock of stamps in the warehouse has been reduced from £.249,743. 16 s. 7 ±d. to 
£.65,268. 125. 5 £</., and the stock of stamps in distributers hands has been reduced from 
£.213,854. 14s. 7 |rf. to £.148,377. 165. and 11 

The cash balances in the hands of distributers, at the close of last Account, amounted to 
£* 5 9 > 435 . 9 *. present Account, to only £.5,637. 145. oft/. 

The payments into the Treasury exhibit an increase of £.54,000, notwithstanding a partial repeal 
of the stamps on law proceedings. 

From former distributers balances to the amount of £.630 have been recovered.

The Charge part of this Account consists of sums received in 1822 from the Commissioners for 
the Relief of the Poor in Ireland, and also of sums received under the provisions of the Act of the 
3d Geo. IV. c. 34, which enabled the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland to advance certain sums out of the 
Consolidated Fund, for the purposes and on the conditions in that Act mentioned. With respect to the 
sums advanced for the relief of the poor, We required no other vouchers than the receipts of the par- 
ties to whom the several sums were paid, to be disbursed by them at their discretion. A sum of 
£.490 is stated in the Discharge to have been paid by Mr. Griffith to Mr. Wilson Newsom, the 
secretary to the Relief Committee of the city of Cork : as no receipt has been produced from Mr. 
Newsom, We have disallowed that sum ; Mr. Griffith has, however, sworn that the money was paid, 
aud that he will be able to discharge himself of it in a future Account by a regular receipt. We have 
also disallowed £.45 charged for repairing old cross roads, north of Newmarket, in the county of 
Cork, as no bills, receipts or returns were sent to our office. Mr. Griffith has deposed that this money 
was paid, and that the proper vouchers will be furnished to discharge him of that sum in a future 
Account. We have also made some other small disallowances, the reasons for which appear on the 
face of the engrossed Account.

under which the irregularities have taken place, pointing out also in what the irregularities have con- 
sisted, and giving the replies received in explanation, accompanied with our own observations on 
those replies. 

The first heading on which we have to remark, is that of 

Purchase op Horses. 

In support of this expenditure, in many instances, no receipts from the parlies to whom the money 
has been paid have been famished to Us, and on one occasion when We called for these receipts it was 
replied, that as the instructions to the inspector-general did not state that receipts would be required 
none had been taken, and that it would be impossible to procure them now; We cannot, however sel 
anything in the instructions alluded to which con give reason to suppose that the production of 
receipts would bo dispensed with ; for omitting all consideration of what is required by the law and 
the interest of the revenue, We know no means by which the actual money paid for those horse! can 
be satisfactorily ascertained, hut by the exhibition of the receipts of the persons who sold them. 

Alterations of Clothing. 

Under the government instructions to the inspectors-general an allowance, not exceeding as. 6 d. 
per man, is granted for alteration of the clothing of each effective man, so as to fit at the time of the 
delivery thereof, and the expense of this alteration is to be included in the current contingent account ■ 
in general, throughout the accounts, We find charges for alteration of clothing for the full number 
established in each county. The instructions require that this contingent expanse should not be 
admitted in the account, unless vouched by the certificate of the inspectors-general : these certificates 
have beea furnished to this office in each of the provinces where the expense is stated to have been 
incurred; We cannot, however, abstain from observing, that it has appeared to Us extraordinary 
that every suit of clothes issued should have required an alteration ; more particularly, as we are 
informed that no such charge exists in the Police Establishment of the Excise Department, and for 
this reason, because the clothing is sent down in different sices; We would therefore recommend, 
that a similar method be in future puisued in the furnishing of clothing to the Constabulary Police. ’ 

Stationery and Postage. 

The charges under this heading appears, by documents We have had before Us, to have repeatedly 
attracted the attention of government ; and in the course of our duty We could not but remark on 
the magnitude of this expenditure in the province of Leinster, being in amount nearly double of that 
which had been thought necessary for the use of the other three provinces. We have applied to this 
inspector-general some time since for an explanation to warrant so great a disproportion, but as yet 
no reply has been made to our requisition. 

Livery; Ulster. 

We find that a depfit of horses, for the use of this province, was established at Dalystown, in the 
county of Galway; and as a charge has been made, by the inspector-general for livery, at the rate 
of 2 *. per day (the maximum amount allowed by the government for livery), though it 
appears, at the same time, there was a government contractor in that county, who issued rations to 
the police at 1 «. 4 d., which, with a d. for stabling, makes only 1 s.' 6 d. per head. We had a com- 
mumcation on the subject with the inspector-general of the province of Ulster, and the substance of 

is reply is, that no notification had been made to him that the contractor was bound to supply the 
depot, or the inspector-general would have called on him to issue the necessary supplies; that no 
more had been charged than what had actually been paid, nor had the rate exceeded the instructions. 

e admit that the maximum rate prescribed by the instructions has not been exceeded ; and we believe 
on the inspector-general's assertion, that no intimation was forwarded to him of the necessity of ap- 
plying to the government contractor; but We must still feel that it could not but be known to the 
inspector-general, that such a contractor was in the county, to whom, therefore, We think a preference 
should have been given, and more especially as the Government instructions, at the same time that 
they fix the maximum rate, are anxious to warn the inspector-general to use due vigilance in pro- 
curing the livery at as reduced a rate as possible. The difference in amount between the actual 
expense and that which would have been incurred on the rate of the government contractor, amounts 
to the sum of 406 1 . x8«. 6 d. 

Having closed our observations on these details. We beg leave now to proceed to an explanation 
0 the system adopted in the framing of these accounts, for the purpose of exhibiting a model for all 
future Constabulary Accounts that may be 6ent in to us for audit; and, in conclusion, We shall 
annex thereto, in obedience to our instructions, those suggestions which have occurred to Us as most 
ikely to promote an improvement in the system at present adopted.

On proceeding to the examination of those accounts which were referred to us for audit by the 
government letter, date 5th June 1824, accompanied with a copy of the regulations established for 
the guidance of the agent to the police establishment in Ireland, and also with specific instructions for 
the method of proceeding in our own audit, in the latter of which are detailed the description of the 
vouchers, by which it is conceived the accounts of the expenditure ought to be supported ; We com- 
pared the account furnished to us by the general agent, with the copy of the regulations for his 
guidance, with the view of ascertaining how far he had complied with the system laid down for him 
in his instructions. It appeal's to us, from the general tenor of these instructions, that the agent 
should collect together the vouchers of the Constabulary Account, for the purpose of exhibiting the 
expenses in detail of each particular county in distinct accounts, to be surrendered to this office • how- 
ever, such has not been the case, the general agent having furnished to us only a general abstract of 
his receipts and disbursements. The agent seems, indeed, to have not had it in his power to have 
made out the account in the detail which we conceive his instructions prescribed, inasmuch as the 
quarterly pay-lists, which constitute the principal part of the disbursements, were never in his 
possession, but were furnished to Us, as materials for our audit, by the government letter of 30th 
May 1825. In consideration of these circumstances, and wishing to point out to the agent the form 
which we conceived it was the intention of government his accounts should assume, We did not 
return them for alteration, but imposed upon ourselves the duty of making out, in addition to his 
general account, separate accounts for each county, taking the inspectors-general in this instance as 
the accountants of their respective provinces; and in order to show what the several counties were 
respectively liable to repay, We have detailed the accounts under the separate headings of expense ; 
and at' the foot of the account for each county a statement has been subjoined, showing the proportion 
of the foregoing expense to the repayment of which each county is liable under the act of Parliament 
and the orders of government. In addition to this, We have charged against the counties their pro- 
portion of clothing expenses, &c., which have been made for the police force of each county, as 
stated to Us in the account of the commissary general ; and in conformity to the 26th section of 
the Act, We have deducted from the moiety, made out as above, the amount paid into the Exchequer 
on account of fees, fines, &c. levied off the counties, as certified to us by the clerk of the pipe for 
each half year. 1 1 ’ 

In the letter of instruotiom, dated Jth June 1824, furnished to Us by government, We are invited, 
at-the conclusion, to offer any suggestion which may have occurred to Us us likely to be available for 
the more effectual examination of the Constabulary Accounts. In compliance with this direction, 
We arc induced to express our opinion that the general agent, in his future accounts for this office, 
should present them to Us in the detailed form in which we have made out the present ones, and in 
order to enable him to give them this form, We suggest that the quarterly pay-lists should be returned 
to him by the pay-clerks of the respective counties, from which, and his other disbursements he 
should make out his half-yearly accounts for each county. 

By the sixth article of the instructions alluded to, the pay-lists, and other documents apper- 
taining to each county must have undergone an intermediate check previously to being forwarded to 
Us. On this subject, with every deference to the ability and experience of the persons on whom this 
duty of intermediate check may devolve, We cannot abstain from expressing our opinion, that an 
unnecessary delay in the preparation of the account is created by this regulation, and it is not very 
obvious what can be the ultimate advantage resulting from it as a compensation for this inconvenience, 
inasmuch as these same documents are, when under the examination of our office, submitted to the 
most rigid scrutiny, no reference being had to any intermediate examination. 

With a view of reducing the number of sub-accountants in connexion with the disbursements of 
the Constabulary Police, We are of opinion that an arrangement might be made which would dis- 
pense with the employment of the Commissariat Department, except for the purposes of forming the 
contracts for the supply of clothing and forage. We therefore suggest that the contract for clothing, &c. 
should be entered into by the Commissariat Department, as is the case at present, that department 
being, it is presumed, most conversant with the usual prices of the respective articles. 

The business of the commissariat We propose to limit to this, and the contractor should then, on 
the requisition of the inspectors-general, transmit to the pay-clerks of each county the clothing 
required by them ; the contractors, on forwarding the clothing, accompanying it with a bill of parti- 
culars and charges. r i he account being examined and certified by the inspector-general and pay- 
clerks, the amount may be inserted in the succeeding month’s estimate, and be paid by the agent. 
From this more simple arrangement, there Will result the additional advantage of avoiding the inci- 
dental expenses which are attendant on the police stores ; the forage also may be contracted for by the 
commissary-general, but the payments may be made by the pay-clerks on the same documents as at 
present, and the charges on this head being for the year almost invariable, may be estimated for in 
1 e manner as for the salaries or other fixed or commuted allowances ; the payments, We consider, 

should 
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shouUl b e made by the pay clerks, and entered in their quarterly list: by this system the entire 
expense attending each county mil be brought at once under our view. In giving this opinion We 
are deeply impressed, from the expenence we have had of the ability of the commissary general as 
an accountant w.tl, the value of his services at the first formation of the Police Establishment -hut 
the machine tang once motion, the less the number of the accountants that are employed the 
more simple will be its movements. 1 3 

It appears by a reply We have received frem the commissar, general, on our' requiring an 
explanation of what appeared to Us to be an over-issue of olotbiog and necelsaries, that ft dM not 
remain with h.s Department to check the requisitions made on him by the inspectors-general, by 
whom the excesses, ,f any, must be accounted for: We have been confirmed! therefore, in the 
opinion we have given of the necessity of an alteration in the mode of making the issues. 

The general agent having furnished the accounts for the entire year, We have not considered it 
in the present case necessary for any practical purposes to subdivide them again into half-yearly 
.c ounts which should have been the ease had the orders of government been strictly complied 
with , but 1.1 all future instances the general agent is expected to adhere to the letter of his 
instructions.

The annual audit of the accounts of the infirmaries of counties, and hospitals of public or royal 
foundation, provided for by the 46 Geo. 3, c. 95, being repealed by the 52 Geo. 3, c. 52, the 
Commissioners of Public Accounts, in the exercise of the discretion confided to them by the 15th 
section of the last recited Act, have confined their annual audit to the accounts of those hospitals and 
infirmaries which are situated -in cities and towns corporate, as the funds entrusted to their manage- 
ment are in most instances permanent, and of considerable magnitude ; but the funds of the infirmaries 
of counties being in general limited to voluntary subscriptions from individuals, and sums presented 
by grand juries at assizes, before whom the respective treasurers are obliged to account ; and the Board 
of Accounts convinced, from experience, that no benefit proportioned to the trouble given to accountants, 
-who render their services gratuitously, or to the labour of the office audit, has resulted to the public 
from the annual examination of these accounts, have determined to discontinue such annual audit ; 
but have desired that the accounts required by the 46 Geo. 3, c. 95 , should be transmitted annually to 
their office, that the Board, if they should see any occasion, or should be required by Government, 
may examine them. 

The county infirmaries receive of public money only £. 100. annually, which, by the 5 Geo. 3 , c.2o, 
is appropriated to the payment of the surgeon’s salary.
